judges, slective members of school, park
and library boards, and all other officers

which are to be chosen by electors of such
ey at the ensuing election, the act being
applicable only to metropolitan and cition
of the frst and second class and shall ap
ply only to such oMeers as ate ballated for
whally within the confines of such clties
Eleven Dnss' Advance Notlee,

The nomintions of candidutes for suech
oMcos shall he made in ascordance with
the provisions of this act and not other-
wing, ¢xcent by petitfon in mecordance with
the general olpction law of the state. It is
required thiat & candidate at lenst eleven
davn hefore the primary election dny shall
nppear bhefore the etunty clerk with an
nMdiavit 1o the effoct that It Is his bona
fide Intention to ran for the nomination of
any specified oMeo and shall at that time
present n petitlon contalning the names
of at per cont of the total vote of
the party with which he aMilates, for the
wame potition, st the last general eloetion,
ench name on the petition to he & quall
fled voter and upon the payment to the clty
elerk of $10 for any oMoe other than that
of councliman, judge or elective membor
of school, park or Mbrary boards, who shall

lonst b

pay $4. the olty clerk shall place his name
upon the primary election tioket of his
party. The fees are to be pald into the

city treasury by the clerk.

The bl provides that the clty clerk shall
have ballote prepared for each party and
that only printed ballots shall be cast at
primary elections. A provision is also made
for the printing of sample ballots. The
canvassing board at such primary elections
shill consist of the clty clerk, elty nitorney
city treasurer, water commissloner and
prosident of the eity eouncil, which shall
meet at 10 o'clock a. m. of the second day
ufter the electlon and proeeed to open nnd
publicly eanvass the returnk. The parties
having been found to have recelved the
highest number of votes shall be declared
the candidates of the political party on
which tigket thelr numes were printed, Thae
bill mlso provides for ties, cootests, ete,,
nnd if passed will result in quite n change
from the present system.

Hecognizing Young Soldiers.

A bill was lntroduced today by O'Nelll pf
Lancaster amending an act entitled, *'8ol-
dlers and Ballors,” which provides that as-
sossors furnish the county clerk with a list
of soldiers of the war of 1812, the Mexican
war and war of the rebellion, Ao as to In-
clude those who participated in the war with
Spaln  and  the Philippine loasurreetion.
These names are furalshed by the county
vlerks to the secretary of state, who has n
roster of the same printed every two years,

License Feen for Peddlers,

A bill will be ntroduced In the senate
tomorrow by Senntor Arends of Otoe connty,
providing for the licensing of peddlers.
The bill provides that peddlers plylng thelr
voeations outside of the limits of & clty or
town within any county in the state shall
piy, for the use of sald county, an annual
tox of $25; those with a vehicle drawn by
one animal, $50; those with two or less
than four apimals, $75; thoso with four
or more animads, $100, but the board of
county commigsioners of any county may
remit the tax where It Ia shown that the
articles to be sold are educational in
nature, but not to apply to parties selling
thair own work or productions elther by
themaelves or employves, nor to persons
pelling frult, produce, trees or plants ey
clusively. The measure provides that a
certificate of lleense shall be issued 1o any
wuch peddier by the county clerk, wpon the
prosentution of a receipt showing the puy-
ment of the proper tix to the county trons-
urer, and such certificate or Heense ghell
be good only In the county where |ssued
and shall not authorize peddling in clties
and towns,

The bill is one intended to do away
with Itiperant peddlers throughout the
stite and (s for the protection of the retall
dealer and consumer, An attempt was
made to pans o similar bill two years ago,
but owing to objectionable clauses which
It contained It wus defeated. Senator Ar-
ends thinks he has ellminated the objec-
tlonuble features and s confident of the
pussage of the bill, which has the support
of the retallers throughout the entire
wlate.
